CHAIRMAN'S  REPORT 

Nineteen  forty-two  finds  Lancaster,  together  with 
all  other  communities  in  the  United  States,  in  an  en- 
tirely different  position  than  it  has  been  in  since  1918, 
We  are  now  at  war.  Just  how  long  we  will  be  at  war 
and  what  demands  will  be  made  of  each  of  us  as  in- 
dividuals no  one  now  can  even  make  an  intelligent 
guess.  It  is  safe  to  say  that  the  next  few  years  will 
be  more  trying  than  any  we  have  experienced  in  a 
long  time.  Taxes  will  be  higher,  general  expenses 
will  be  increased,  and  the  nervouse  strain  of  the 
people  will  be  greater.  These  are  only  a  few  of  the 
many  things  which  we  can  be  sure  we  will  have  to 
face.  It  is  rather  clear  that  all  expenses  of  every 
type  in  every  community  will  be  reduced  to  the  very 
minimum.  Among  the  first,  naturally  and  properly, 
will  be  luxuries.  In  making  this  reduction  Lancaster 
will  find  itself  in  a  much  more  comfortable  position 
than  many  towns. 

Through  the  generosity  of  one  of  its  former  citi- 
zens we  have  a  fund  known  as  the  Colonel  Town  be- 
quest which  is  distributed  among  the  citizenship  of 
the  town  according  to  a  rather  clearly  outlined  stipu- 
lated will.  To  quote  the  exact  wording  from  this 
will: 

"The  net  income  from  this  said  Trust  Fund  is 
to  be  always  expendible,  and  should  be  used,  and 
expended  by  the  said  Town  of  Lancaster    solely    for 
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the  benefit,  instructions,  and  proper  entertainment, 
and  the  teaching  of  right  living,  etc.,  of  the  people 
thereof.  The  youth  of  the  public  schools  should  be 
favored,  and  encouraged  by  the  proper  bestewal  of 
annual  prizes  for  merit,  and  by  aiding  the  scout  or- 
ganizations among  them,  etc.,  but  no  part  of  this 
aforesaid  income  may  be  used  in  connection  with  the 
maintenance  of  the  public  schools,  since  the  said 
town  of  Lancaster  is  fully  able  to  support  the  same. 

''Also  assistance  in  the  support  of  the  public 
Library,  and  the  providing  of  instructive  public  lec- 
lues,  and  other  desirable  public  entertainment,  were 
had  in  view  in  connection  with  this  said  bequest. 
Which  is  herein  so  bestowed  to  the  said  Town  of  Lan- 
caster, with  many  good  wishes  for  its  long  continued 
usefulness,  and  with  kindly  remembrances  going  back 
to  scenes  of  long  past  years. '* 

One  of  the  real  problems  that  all  people  will 
have  to  face  will  be  the  maintenance  of  morale.  There 
is  probably  no  better  way  of  maintaining  morale  than 
through  the  medium  of  recreation.  In  the  reduction 
of  expenses  it  might  readily  be  that  recreation  and 
associated  types  of  amusement  would  be  considered 
as  a  luxury  and  would  be  included  among  the  very 
first  to  be  eliminated  from  a  community  program. 
In  the  town  of  Lancaster  this  will  not  be  necessary. 
Through  the  foresight  of  Colonel  Francis  L.  Town,  a 
military  leader  in  his  day,  the  morale  of  the  people 
of  Lancaster  can  be  maintained  without  one  penny's 
burden  to  a  single  resident.  All  types  of  recreational 
activities  can  be  carried  on  in  1942  and  1943  as  they 
have  been  for  the  last  twelve  or  fifteen  years.  People 
will  find  an  opportunity  to  play  and  relax  and  thereby 
forget  for  a  period  of  time  at  least  the  horrors  and 
strain  which  are  associated  with  war.

Secretary's  Report 

The  Colonel  Town  Spending  Committee  is  com- 
posed of  a  group  of  nine  people,  three  of  whom  are 
elected  each  year  for  a  period  of  three  years.  The 
committee  for  1941  was  composed  of  Mrs.  Katherine 
Lane,  Carroll  Stoughton  and  Elmer  Dickey,  whose 
term  of  office  expires  in  1942;  Dr.  W.  M.  Bronson,  L. 
E.  Bragg  and  0.  L.  Connary  whose  term  of  office  ex- 
pires in  1943 ;  Evelyn  E.  Moyle,  Enos  G.  Fay  and  Dan 
A.  O'Brien,  whose  term  of  office  expires  in  1944.  At 
the  first  meeting  of  the  committee  the  following  offi- 
cers were  elected:  Dan  A.  O'Brien,  Chairman;  Enos 
G.  Fay,  Treasurer;  Evelyn  Moyle,  Secretary.  To  more 
effectively  conduct  the  work  the  following  sub-com- 
mittees were  appointed:  House  Committee — Dr.  W. 
M.  Bronson,  Chairman;  Enos  G.  Fay  and  Evelyn 
Moyle ;  Field  Committee — 0.  L.  Connary,  Chairman ; 
Carroll  Stoughton  and  Dan  A.  O'Brien;  Camp  Com- 
mittee— L.  E.  Bragg,  Chairman ;  Elmer  Dickey  and 
Mrs.  Katherine  Lane ;  Scholarship  Committee — D.  M. 
White,  Chairman;  Enos  G.  Fay  and  Carroll  Stough- 
ton. Mr.  and  Mrs.  M.  J.  Daley  were  re-elected  for 
one  year  as  superintendent  and  matron  of  the  house. 
Frank  Leavitt  was  re-elected  for  one  year  as  superin- 
tendent of  the  camp.  While  the  Treasurer's  Report 
carries  a  detailed  account  of  the  different  organiza- 
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tions  which  received  money  from  the  fund,  a  certain 
amount  of  elaboration  on  the  committee's  delibera- 
tions might  be  worthwhile. 

During  the  past  year  no  new  ventures  or  appro- 
priations were  made.  The  committee  has  established 
a  policy  which  it  has  adhered  to  rather  colsely,  name- 
ly, that  as  a  committee  they  do  not  launch  any  pro- 
jects in  the  town.  The  only  activities  which  the  com- 
mittee carries  on  as  a  committee  are  the  utilization 
of  the  properties  which  belong  to  the  town  and  are 
under  the  supervision  of  the  committee  as  relates  to 
management. 

Not  any  improvements  were  made  on  the  prop- 
erty this  year  except  a  minor  project  in  connection 
with  draining  the  field.  While  to  some  the  drainage 
of  the  field  may  seem  like  a  somewhat  unsatisfactory 
job  it  must  be  recalled  that  this  field  originally  was 
a  swamp  and  although  it  was  tile  drained  at  the  time 
it  was  originally  graded  apparently  the  amount  of 
drainage  that  was  laid  at  that  time  was  not  adequate 
to  meet  the  demands  in  removing  of  water.  As  a  gen- 
eral thing  water  does  not  cause  serious  problems  in 
the  field  except  when  there  is  occasion  for  using  the 
field  immediately  after  a  heavy  rain  as  was  the  case 
with  baseball.  To  meet  this  type  of  demand  two  or 
three  minor  jobs  have  been  done.  The  one  made  in 
1941  apparently  has  accomplished  the  job  of  provid- 
ing a  well  drained  field  which  twenty  years  ago  was 
a  miserable  unsightly  swamp. 

The  scholarship  fund  has  proven  one  of  the  most 
successful  and  worthwhile  projects  established  by  the 
committee.  A  large  number  of  young  men  and  women 
in  the  town  have  been  assisted  in  obtaining  higher 
education  or  advanced  training  through  this  means. 
The  committee  takes  the  notes  of  these  young  people 
and  the  conscientious  and  sincere  manner    in     which 
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these  notes  have  been  met  when  due  has  been  a  credit 
to  the  young  people  that  have  asked  for  these  loans. 
It  demonstrates  clearly  the  type  of  youth  that  Lan- 
caster is  developing  through  its  excellent  school  sys- 
tems and  excellent  homes. 

The  juvenile  library  vs^hich  was  introduced  to  the 
town  through  the  medium  of  the  fund  has  also  proven 
to  meet  a  real  need.  One  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
in  1941  and  an  additional  $150  in  1942  was  appropri- 
ated to  provide  books.  In  practically  every  instance 
these  books  were  replacements  for  other  books  that 
had  been  previously  purchased.  The  most  encourag- 
ing phase  of  this  appropriation  is  the  fact  that  the 
books  were  worn  out  and  not  destroyed  by  abuse.  The 
town  is  extremely  fortunate  in  having  as  capable  and 
conscientious  a  person  as  Mrs.  Hickey  to  act  as  lib- 
rarian. Under  her  guidance  the  juvenile  library  has 
developed  into  a  real  asset  in  the  community — one  of 
those  quiet  pieces  of  work  more  or  less  goes  along 
unobserved  but  is  tending  to  mold  a  better  type  of 
citizenship  in  our  community. 

No  one  appropriation  meets  with  greater  general 
cooperation  than  that  made  to  the  skating  rink.  The 
appropriation  is  only  a  small  part  of  the  success  of 
this  venture.  The  town  again  is  extremely  fortunate 
in  having  a  citizen  as  public  spirited  as  George  Gron- 
din.  He  gives  freely  of  his  time  and  money  for  the 
welfare  of  the  youth,  and  being  an  expert  in  skating 
and  skating  rinks  the  popularity  of  this  source  of  win- 
ter recreation  is  assured. 

Other  appropriations  during  the  year  were  about 
the  same  as  in  the  past.  The  appropriation  for  the 
scouts  movement  was  a  little  larger  than  in  past  years 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  town  now  has  two  active  Boy 
Scout  Troops,  a  Sea  Scout  Troop,  and  a  Girls  Scout 
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Troop — the  largest  Boy  Scout  program  that  the  town 
has  ever  experienced  and  one  of  the  largest  in  the 
state  for  a  town  the  size  of  Lancaster. 

The  Spending  Committee  has  a  dual  job.  First, 
the  responsibility  of  dispersing  among  the  citizenship 
of  Lancaster  the  income  from  the  fund  left  by  Col. 
Town  and  second,  the  supervision  of  such  property  as 
the  town  has  acquired  through  this  fund  namely,  the 
house,  the  field  and  the  camp.  The  committee  has  al- 
ways followed  the  policy  of  making  appropriations 
from  the  fund  to  outside  organizations  only  upon  re- 
quest. Fortunately,  during  the  past  two  years  the 
fund  has  been  ample  to  meet  all  requests  made  on  the 
committee.  Each  year  $3000  has  been  paid  on  the 
principle.  In  1943  this  debt  will  be  completely  paid 
if  the  policy  of  paying  $3000  is  continued. 

The  town  has  been  extremely  cooperative  in  mak- 
ing only  requests  for  such  things  that  should  legit- 
mately  come  from  such  a  fund  and  in  every  instance 
has  been  very  modest  in  the  amounts  asked  for.  In 
the  second  phase  of  the  committee's  duties,  the  man- 
agement of  the  property,  the  town  has  been  extremely 
cooperative  in  using  the  property  carefully  and  in  co- 
operating among  themselves  to  avoid  conflicts.  The 
house  is  used  a  great  deal  as  is  shown  by  the  Superin- 
tendent's  Report.  The  small  amount  necessary  for  up- 
keep in  the  house  indicates  the  high  regard  which  the 
citizens  of  the  town  place  on  this  property.  Cooper- 
ation on  the  part  of  the  citizens  of  the  town  in  being 
conservative  in  their  requests  from  the  fund  and 
using  the  property  with  the  same  sense  of  carefulness 
they  would  exercise  in  their  own  home  has  made  the 
services  of  members  of  the  Colonel  Town  Spending 
Commit  toe  a  pleasure  rather  than  a  duty.

Librarian's  Annual  Report 

Conditions  of  world  affairs  has  reduced  ''the 
reading  of  many  books"  to  quite  an  extent,  which  is 
general  all  over  the  country;  however  our  reference 
library  does  its  usual  good  work  for  the  students  in 
the  high  school. 
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Of  the  130  books  added  to  the  library  during  the 
last  year  66  are  fiction  and  64  non-fiction;  among  the 
latter  is  ''Will  Rogers,  his  story,"  as  told  by  his 
wife,  Betty  Rogers.  The  circulation  has  amounted  to 
12,862  books,  an  average  of  43  a  day.  Received  in 
fines  $85.00  and  $7.50  for  old  books,  turned  over  to 
treasurer. 

The  interior  of  the  library  building  has  under- 
gone a  most  thorough  renovation  this  winter,  the 
walls  tinted  very  attractively,  the  solid  oak  woodwork 
re-varnished,  and  the  general  upheaval,  giving  an  op- 
portunity to  dispose  of  old  and  worn  out  books  and 
magazines. 

Through  the  efforts  of  Mrs.  Hickey  over  500 
books  from  families  in  town  have  been  donated  and 
brought  to  the  library  for  the  boys  in  camp.  The 
library  has  also  received  through  the  will  of  Miss 
Mary  E.  Pinkham,  an  old  resident  of  this  town,  a  most 
beautiful  painting  in  oils  of  ''Paul  and  Virginia"  or 
"The  Storm".  The  original  hangs  in  the  New  York 
Art  Gallery,  and  was  copied  by  Miss  Pinkham  while 
teaching  art  in  several  schools  in  that  city.  The  sub- 
ject was  taken  from  a  book  by  that  name,  written  by 
Jacques  st.  de  Pierre  who  was  a  writer  of  nature 
studies  and  this  was  considered  the  most  touching  in 
all  literature.

In  the  Spring  of  1941,  Miss  Elizabeth  Humphrey, 
Regional  Librarian  of  the  State  Library  Commission, 
started  a  children's  section  group  of  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Library  Association.  All  children's  librarians, 
and  others  who  were  interested  in     children's     work. 
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met  several  times  in  various  places  in  Coos  County. 
Subjects  discussed  were:  inexpensive  books  to  buy, 
mysteries  and  westerns  of  the  better  class,  and  re- 
prints. Plans  have  been  made  for  future  meetings 
as  they  have  been  extremely  helpful. 

Beside  the  several  Children's  section  meetings  at- 
tended, the  librarian  also  attended  two  district  meet- 
ings and  the  annual  State  meeting  at  Conway. 

Story  hours  have  been  as  popular  as  ever,  several 
having  been  held  with  Mrs.  Louis  Bragg  the  story 
teller.
